Americans during the 48 hours 
of New Year's Eve and New 
Year's Day. 


Delayed reports from states 


were expected to increase the 
death count which safety ex- 
perts said was greater than an- 
ticipated. 


The toll was less than the 


two-day Christmas period but 
higher than the seasonal aver- 
age. 


The two holidays were tabu- 


lated for the first time on a 48- 
hour basis. Because a 30-hour 
period formerly was used, no 
comparable fatality c o u n t s 
were available for comparison. 


The New Year's toll com- 


pared with an average of 117 
traffic deaths a day during the 
first 11 months of 1963. But it 
was much greater than the lat- 
est available seasonal average 
for a December Tuesday, 95, 
and a January Wednesday, 68 
—a combined toll of 163. 


The National Safety Council 


had estimated in advance of 
the holiday that between 140 
and 180 persons might be killed 
in traffic mishaps from 6 p.m. 
New Year's Eve to midnight 
Wednesday—a 30-hour period.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Six Re- 


publican senators say they hope 
to crack 
the 
stalemate 
on 


health care for the aged legis- 
lation by introducing their own 
plan when Congress reconvenes 
next week. 


They described it as the most 


comprehensive health care pro- 
gram ever prepared for Con- 
gress and said it would make 
use 
of both Social 
Security 


funds and general government 
revenues, and private insurance 
companies. 


Health- care legislation' will 


likely set off one of the big bat- 
tles in Congress this election 
year. 


President Johnson is expect- 


ed to press hard for passage of 
the bill—or a version of it— 
which the late President John 
F. Kennedy was unable to push 
through Congress. 


The six Republicans said in 


a statement 
Wednesday that 


GOP votes will be needed to 
pass a health care bill this year 
and "we sincerely believe that 
the bill we are preparing will 
offer the effective basis for 
such an agreement." 


"We feel," they added, "that 


the health care needs of our 18 
million citizens over 65 have 
been too long neglected, and 
that the Congress must resolve 
this problem in 1964."

Clifford P. Case of New Jersey, 
John Sherman Cooper of Ken- 
tucky, Jacob K. Javits and Ken- 
neth B. Keating of New York, 
Thomas H. Kuchel of California 
and Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine.

Today private employment 


agencies are taking active roles in 
community life by sponsoring job 
therapy clinics for youths and sen- 
ior citizens, and work closely with 
schools and anti-dropout pro- 
grams. 


This change is largely due to 


the efforts of the National Em- 
ployment Association, the only 
unified spokesman for the agen- 
cies. This association of 800 
agencies in 250 cities, was formed 
in 1960 to act as a "watchdog" 
and arbiter of the ethical code es- 
tablished by the members; to serve 
as a research center and clearing 
house for information and educa- 
tion; and to encourage projects in 
the public interest. 


The National Employment As- 


sociation has developed the fol- 
lowing tips for job seekers: 


1. A reputable private agency is 


the most efficient way to bring to- 
gether a potential employee and 
employer at the highest possible 
salary. 


2. Many private employment 


agencies have guidance and ad- 
visory counsellors who are special- 
ists. There is no charge for.their 
counsel. 


3. Do not sign any agreement 


or contract for employment until 
you have read it and understood 
k thoroughly. 


4. Never pay an employment 


agency "in advance." A placement 
charge is due only after you ac- 
cept the job. Fee schedules arc 


established by law and vary from 
state to state.• 


5. If a job iVfee-paidY'i'trtwans 


the company has paid the fee, in 
which case you pay the agency 
nothing. Approximately 25% of 
jobs listed today are fee-paid; 
trend is up ward I 


6. If you leave or are fired from 


the job you take, you wilt still owe 
the agency money, This amount 
varies with circumstances. Avoid 
misunderstanding by discussing 
these possibilities in advance. 


7. Refunds of overpayment on 


adjusted accounts should be in 
cash or in credit, with the option 
left to you as the applicant. 


8. Be sure that all oral agree- 


ments are included in your written 
contract. 


9. If an agency gives you little 


attention, sends you on interviews 
for jobs in which you have ex- 
pressed disinterest, or semis you to 
a company that docs not have any 
openings, don't deal with them. 
You can also report them to NBA 
Headquarters, or to your local Bet- 
ter Business Bureau. 


10. Honesty with the employ- 


ment agency counsellor especially 
regnrding pnst experience and sal- 
ary earned will rcnp the greatest 
dividends for you.
